Business is the baroim ter of of our every-day existence and 
whether or not business is good or bad has to do donunaatljc with 
whether or not we are tranquil in mind or ubflomfortable in anxiety. 
This is not the ideal view of life, in fact it is essentially material, but 
none the less it is true. Daily, hourly, men meet men almost uni- 
formly with the greeting, "How's bturinesst" woman do not put it 
in these words but largely their oonversation is about interests and 
conditions that are intimately related with the npa and dowaa of bus- 
iness. This state of mind is elemental. In some form or other bnri- 
ness holds all that affects our material living. And however altruistic 
we may U , it remains that physical being is sustained primarily by 
physical production. 

Just now bnaineaa is bad. Even we who have little to do with 
exchai\rc, the bujrirg and selling, tlio producing and consumption of 
that which makes for big business can not but be aware that all is not 
well in the world of trade and Barter of all sorts and in all countrii's. 
Everybody is tfilking about it and not all are talking cheerfully. In 
itself this may be bad business, but it is very natural conduct. It is 
anxious exp'-ession among ourselves concerning that in which wf htv 
vitally intorcsted. And after all it may not be altogether bad busi- 
ness to take note of discouraging phases. It may lead to siu-b aceord 
of judgment, such agreement of sentiment, such concert of endeavor 
ns will quickly bring aliout a betli i ment of conditions. That soft of 
anxiety is wholesome, the anxiety iliat provokes to action. But just 
to be pessimistic and gloom about in idleness or make matters worse 
by contention of interests amontr individuals or classes, instead of 
getting togetlier in mutuality of interests, makes bad matters worse. 

The end of the old year approaehea and the adrent of tiie new 

appears in the offing. It is a tiini' for invoice and balance sheets. 
Analyzing retrospect, a casting up of old accounts, and then thought- 
ful, discerning, looking .forward iirogram in opening now aoeoonta, 
constitute a proper attitude of mind. Experts tell us that the worst 
of the present is much better than the bad of other like periods in 
histoiy. That makes for fortitude. They also tell ns that we bave 
reallj' weathered the storm and now ride in the harbor fairlyy saf,- if 
some restless, impatient, inconaidermte elements of us do not start 
commotion of sofBcient proportions to rongh up the waters and roek 
the boat dangerously. 

This being the case, it see^s a lime to sit steady and smile. After 
all there ia a real oonadlation in the refleetioa that poor boaiBeaB is 
nmply a condition precedent to <;ood InisinMa.

Then there is relief for the 
farmer and the financier, with farther OOnowpiwill tO iodiytiy 9ld 
helpful boosts to commerce. 

Oongress can do one or more of these things by forgetting all the 
others and putting the Congressional mind hard to it- Rut Congress 
will not. Constitutionally doomed to die with the dying administra- 
tion, Congress will devote the remaining days of life to the graceful 
leaving of it. But with tlu' now deal will come the new Congress, full 
of life, eager, enthusiastic, earnest. The President will early call it 
tothesavingof theeonntryaiidpronirttyitwillreq^oad. 'WnaBlliiii 
Ilie country will just have to live on faith, hope and eharitjr.

TUnitX LAWS 

M'ayM and .HeniiN Committee iff Hnuxe 
iind S«uat«' l<i llcfrin Utwriags en 
Changeti in H«-fpiiu« laws. 

Washington. D«e. 8. -t Republican 
members of Congress took tbe first 
-top today toward revision of tax and 
tariff laws at the extra session to be 

called soon after next March. 

Chairman Fordney, of the House 
Ways and Means Committee an- 
nounced that his committee would be- 
gin hearing within a few days, on 
revision of the tax laws, these hear- 
ings to conttalue until January 6, when 
hearings wUi he started on tariff leg- 
islatkm. Almost slmnltaBeoui^^th 
Chairman Fordney's annoimeement, 
Senator MoCumber of \orth Dakota, 
Acting Chairman of the Senate Fin- 
ance Committee, Issued a call for a 
meeting of that committee for tomor- 
row when plans will be made for bear- 
ings similar to those oontampUted by 
the House Oommltlee. 

The Senate and House Committed 
alike hope to conclude their hearings 
by the end of the present session. Tlit 
House Committee, Chairman Fordney 
said, expects to be able to begin the 
work of drafting the new tax and 
tariff measures as soon as tbe eztm 
session is oonvened. The Senate com- 
mittee's heartnga are eipeoted to be 
briefer than those planned hjr tbe 
House Committee. 

Chairman Fordncys' announcement 
followed a conference of the majority 
members of the committee, lie said 
that as soon as the committee had had 
time to study Jbe tax recommenda- 
tions contained in the annual report 
ot Secretary Houston ot the TrsMury, 
sent to Congresa today, he^wotld In- 
vite Mr. Houston to appear before the 
committee and explain his views more 
fully. The Treasury Secretary will be 
asked to designate an official to rep- 
resent him at the committee's ses- 
sions. The committee's program, the 
Chairman sa^. will be aanonnced 
from day to day as the hearlaga pro- 
ceed. 

Chairman Fordney said today that 

lie had In mind a definite plan f.ir 
simplification of the tax on co-pora- 
tlons. 

One of his proposals Is a tta*. lax on 
the incmnes ot all corporations "hav 
Ing no quaUtications or other modity 
ing proTislons." ' 

Mr. Fordney also said it was his 
desire "that the Income tax laws he 
made so simple that a corporation will 
not havo to hire an expert or a laW' 
yer to figure how much It owes the 
government" The Ways and Means 
Chairman said that a study of Secre- 
tary Houston's report had shown htm 
that the "estlnates for imroruiieB 
expenditures are rUkmlouslr lilgli.' 

"I can go down the list of estlmstes 
of the Secretary and chop out approxi 
mately a billion and a quatrer dollars 
as unnecessary," Mr Fordney said. 
"Just for example, he wants |181,000,- 
000 for the War Rhik Insurance Bu- 
reau. - 1 think that Is a hundred mil- 
lion dollars or more too Ugh."
